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Supplemental Response to Official Action 



In further response to the Official Action dated 4 April 2008, Applicant submits 
supplemental objective indicia of nononbviousness which has occurred since the filing 
of Applicant's Response to Office Action on October 3, 2008. 

Specifically, on November 18, 2008, the Congressional Research Service 
discussed the benefits of concepts embodied in the claimed invention in a report to 
Congress. The Congressional Research Service is the public policy research arm of 
the United States Congress. As a legislative branch agency within the Library of 
Congress, CRS works exclusively and directly for Members of Congress, their 
Committees and staff on a confidential, nonpartisan basis. Information regarding the 
credentials of the Congressional Research Service is submitted as Exhibit A. 

The CRS Report for Congress regarding "Financing Recovery from Large Scale 
Natural Disasters" issued November 18, 2008. A copy of the Report is submitted as 
Exhibit B. At page CRS-20, the Congressional Analyst has cited the Patent Owner's 
"Transaction Credits" concepts which are defined in the present application and its prior 
patent as facilitating a transaction platform with the capacity to illuminate opaque capital 
markets. It is unheard of for a private company such as the Patent Owner to be 
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mentioned in a CRS Report. The inclusion of a discussion of the Patent Owner's 
technology in the CRS Report is objective indicia of non-obviousness. 

The claimed invention is not obvious in view of the art of record. None of the 
cited art discloses, enables, describes, or suggests the claimed invention. 
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
